CHICAGO, NOV. 7.—The cells of the 
condemned anarchists were thoroughly 
searched, yesterday, and in the one oc- 
cupied by Lingg four bombs were found 
after the prisoner, who had been taken 
out, had made a desperate attempt to 
prevent the officers from entering. Four 
of the men have been removed from 
murderers' row to cells on a lower floor, 
and Lingg will be kept in solitary con- 
finement until the day set for the exe- 
cntion. 
A watch is now placQd over 
each prisoner, whereas heretofore the 
responsibility of guarding all of them 
has rested upon one man alone.

It was only presented to twelve 
or fifteen representative citizens, most of 
whom had previously expressed doubts 
of the justice or wisdom of visiting the 
death penalty upon the seven anarchists. 


Everybody has an opinion on the an- 
archists and if the experience of a news- 
paper reporter is good for anything it is 
öafe to say that public opinion is seri- 
ously divided on the question or rather 
the wisdom and justice of hanging the 
seven condemned anarchists. 


One newspaper expressed 
surprise 
yesterday 
morning that 
Mr. 
Morss 
would Söll his "services so cheaply" to 
the anarchist cause as to circulate the 
above petition, intimating it was his sole 
;,isaion to Fort Wayne. 
As Mr IMorss 
came here on Kansas City real 
estate 
business and made the handaome^com- 
mission of SI,600 on the sale of a S25,- 
000 piece of property to Hon. Wm. Flem- 
ing, he can afford to visit bis legion of 
friends for a few weeks. 
Every one who 
knows Mr, Mores is aware of the fact 
that nothing but an honesty of purpose 
Wi uld tempt him to use his influence for 
the anarcniets or any other cause. 
He 
feels that the men do not deserve death 
and asked a dozen of his friends, who 
agree with him, to sign a plea for mercy 
to Gov, Of^lesby. 


Mayor Muhler sent no telegram 
to 
Governor Oglesby es a Sunday paper in- 
timated. 
He simply signed the above 
petition. 


Rev. W. N. Webbe talked of circulat- 
ng a similar patitiou a week ago and is 
ardent in his belief the anarchists should 
not hang. 


In a barber shop Saturday a stranger 
remarked: 
' T am a republican, but I do 
not agree with my party movement 
to 
have Governor Oglesby pardon the an- 
archists and thus secure their votes in 
18SS." 


It is amusing to note the diversity of 
views held on this subject and the feel- 
ing is growing intense. 
Some men are 
very bitter and say the anarchists ought 
to '"'hang on general principles, for the 
good of the country and a warning to 
future enthusiasts."

water supply is very limited, and there 
is no way to extinguish the flames. 


ViNCEXNEs, Ind., Nov. 7—Destructive 
forest fires have been raging for three 
days, twenty-five miles south of the 
towns of Hazleton and Decker.

fences and timber were left at the mercy 
of the flames. Thousands of dollars of 
damage has been done by the fires and 
they were not subdued until yesterday.

THE ANARCHISTH. 


Rev. S. A. Northrop Speaks in a Forci- 


ble Way Aboat Their Case From 


His Pulpit, 


The subject announced by the Rev. S, 
A. Northrop for his discourse last even- 
ing, "The Anarchists in God's Govern- 
ment," drew to the Baptist church a 
large and interested audience. 
There 
was a general desire to hear what 
the 
reverend gentleman had to say upon the 
all absorbing topic of the 
hour—the 
condemned 
anarchists—but 
he 
had 
chosen the subject more for the purpose 
of illustrating several moral truths, than 
to speak 
in detail of the anarchist 
cases. 
He, however, alluded at some 
length to the condemned men and 
the 
justice of the punishment which was 
about to be inflicted upon them. 


He said, in substance, that these men 
had come to this country with false no- 
tions of liberty and for the purpose of 
undermining the laws of the govern- 
ment, 
They 
had sowed the seeds of 
anarchism and incited the people of 
Chicago by printed circulars and inflam- 
matory speeches, to that pitch of excite- 
ment and disregard for law that 
led 
them to commit terrible crimes. 
They 
had been tried by a court and 
an 
American 
jury, 
and after a careful 
hearing 
of 
the 
case, 
had 
been 
found guilty. 
The highest tribunal of^ 
the state of Illinois and tfee supreme 
court of the United States had passed 
upon that verdict and declared it a just 
one and the dignity of the law, the safety 
ot life and property and the protection of 
our American institutions demanded its 
enforcement. 


These men did not ask for a commuta- 
tion of sentence as a favor, they seemed 
to demand it as a right, and yet, the 
country was now being flooded with pe- 
titions asking for executive clemency on 
their part, when they stand defiant and 
unrepentant and justify their 
actions 
upon the ground that they were work- 
ing for humanity, right and justice. 


Pastor Northrop's discourse was an 
eloquent and forcible plea for the car- 
rying out of the law in the anarchist 
cases and the sermon was the subject of 
much comment to-day among the large 
number who heard it. 


CALLED HIGHER. 


Hon. David H. Colerick Passes Peace- 


fully Away—H/s Honored Life. 


Last evening at 7 o'clc 3k occurred 
the death of Hon. David H. Colerick, at 
his home on East Berry street. 


Mr. Colerick was eighty-two years of 
age and his end came peacefully with 
the infirmities of declining days. 
He 
has been very feeble and was quite iU 
within a year. 
His children, Hon. W. 
G., Henry, P. B., and Miss Susie Coler- 
ick, and Mrs. J. S. Larwill, with other 
relatives near and dear, were grouped 
mournfully about »the bed when Mr. 
Colerick breathed his last. 


His was an honored life, distinguished 
for its virtues, its accomplishments and 
fame. 
He was the oldest member of the 
Allen county bar and in the days of his 
youth was one of its shining lights. 
About him grew his children and his 
sons have the genius 
and scholarly at 
tainments to add fairer laurels to an 
honored name. 


Evt lyone will learn of Mr. Oolerlck's 
death with profound sorrow. 


SKETCH 
OF HIS L I F E . 


David H, Colerick was born in Wash- 
ington county, Pennsylvania, in 1805. 
Bis father, John Colerick, was an Irish 
refugee of 1798, who settle 1 at Pittsbarg, 
Vr here he imblished and edited a news- 
paper and piintsd many valuable books. 
He afterwards tnoved to Washing^Dn 
county in the same state, where he d'c i 
when his son David H,, was a boy. 


After 'he death of his father David 
moved to Lancaster, O., where he read 
law with Gen. Philemon Bezaher, an 
eminent lawyer, who for many yeaia 
represented his district in congrtis. 


After Mr. Colerick's adm'osion to the 
bar 
at 
Lancfster 
he 
moved 
to 
Fort 
Wayne, 
Ind., and 
commenced 
the practice of law. 
He came to this 
city in 1829 and hes made it his home 
ever since. 
He continued the practice 
of his profession until 1872, when he re- 
, tired from its prao^^ice. 
j 
In his early life he was a whig, but 
I after the dissolution ol that party, in 
185á, he corneoted himself with the 
democratic party, with which he ever 
afterwards aated. 
Scon after he settled 
in Fort Wayne, he was ekiied to the 
house of representatives and afterward 
; to the senate of the state, when the dis- 
' trict was bounded on the epst by Ohio, on 
the west by Illinois and on the north 
by Michigan. 
He was on several oc- 


casions tendered, but refused, the nom- 
ination of his party for congress in this 
district, having in his early life deter- 
mined to devo^3 his time exclusively to 
the practice of his profession. 
He wes 
selected to represent this district in the 
demc oratio national convention at Chi- 
cago which nominated General McClel- ; 
lan for president in 186L 


Mr. Colerick was married to Elizabeth ^ 
Gellespie Walpole at Indianapolis, Ind., ' 
while he W8S a member of the state sen- ' 
ate and by whom he had nine children, ' 
five of whom survive him. 
His wife 
died in July, 1869.

Fort Wayne to Have a $10,000 Prohi- 


bition Organ.

"A sydicate is being 
formed, at Fort Wayne, to publish a 
daily and weekly prohibition 
paper. 
A very wealthy capitalist of Blnffton 
and one of Huntington county, who are 
active prohibitionists, will invest con- 
siderable money in the enterprise. 
Rev, 
M, S. Blaney and Dr. J. W, Tounge 
will be the leading editorial 
writers. 
Ten thousand dollars has been already 
subscribed and the organ of the third 
party will supply the wants of this party 
throughout the state," 


A Promising Investment. 


Mr. S. E, Morss is endeavoring to 
form a syndicate in this city for a large 
investment in Kansas City real estate. 
The proposition is to purchase a tract of 
forty acres, situated a short 
distance 
from the city limits, plat it as an addi- 
tion and put it on the market early in 
the spring. 
Mr. Morss, who is thcHr- 
oughly familiar with the situation in 
Kansas City, is well satisfied that ther« 
is big money in this venture, and the 
indications are that he will succeed in 
placing all the stock not yet taken. 
About fifteen months ago he organized 
a similar syndicate here which bought 
and platted forty acres outside the lim- 
its of Kansas City, which was sold out in 
lots at a profit of about 150 per cent, 
within seven months. 
He believes that 
the invetsment now proposed will yield 
just as good returns. 
The plan is to 
form a corporation, and subscriptions of 
8500 to S5,000 will be received by Mr. 
Morss, if tendered this week. 
The'capi- 
tal stock will-be 850,000, of which about 
835,000 has already been pledged here 
and in Kansas City. 


The Presbyterians 
Laboring for the 


Missionary Work. 


The general assembly of the 
Presby- 
terian church, at Omaha, in ftlay last, 
recommended that yesterday be observ- 
ed as a "day of prayer," with a srecial 
effort to enlist the sympathy of all in the 
work of foreign missions. Last year the 
Sunday 
schools of the 
Presbyterian 
churches gave, as a Chiistm^s donation, 
"dime offerings" to foreign missions 
amounting to 851,000; 
the 
Women's 
Foreign Missionary societi€3 gave $248,-

TDRKISH POWER IN CRETE. 


TIM Christians Are Waiting: for a Chwn— 
to Throw 
Off the Moslem Yoke. 


Our return journey to Candia was 
across a wild and bleak spur of Mount 
JTukta, says a writer in the Com hill 
Magazine. 
For some time vre picked 
our way through an upland valley in 
which there was not a particle of shade 
from the sun. 
The side of the 
moun- 
tain stood u;) scarlet and precipitous to 
our left and our tired mules had to 
traverse broad snrfacoa of bare rock 
Bpnrred 
from the 
crag itself. 
But 
Cretan scenery is full of surjiripes, and 
soon, by an awkward and 
abrupt 
de- 
scent appaz-ently in the 
heart 
of 
tlie 
wildei'ness, 
we came to as sweet an 
oasis of 
water 
and 
vegetation 
a.s a 
wanderer could wish to i^oc. 
In t)ie 
midst of a profusion of 
ñ^, 
aliiiorid, 
plantain, and cypress trees was a wiiite 
hoixse surroun.ied by a walled luid bat- 
tlemented inelo.sure, and by its 
side 
purled a brook of clear, . cool 
water. 
The house was tliat of a yonnp: Turk, 
very rich, 
])ut with neither father nor 
mother. 
"It 
has s ^en war 
already 
many 
times," 
remarl;ed 
tlio Arnaut, 
pointing to the loo^t-holcs of the tc-wers 
which rose iibove its walls. 
"And 
it 
will see more war!" he added. 
AVhile 
we sat by the side of a fountain in this 
little paradise, und- r a natural 
arbor 
of yellow 
i)ea blosso'.as, 
vines, 
and 
clematis the man told me a long story 
about the fortunes of tliis bouse in IStU), 
when the Christians besieged it. 
This 
was in 
the 
time of the father of the 
present 
occuj^ier. 
Since 
then 
tlie 
native Turks iiave lost weight 
in 
the 
land in an extraordinary manner. Two- 
thirds of the population 
in 
('rete 
is 
now 
reckoned 
to be 
Cliristiin, and 
many of the otliers, from fear or [lolicy, 
are professing Christians to the 
Chris- 
tians and Moslems to the 
Mohammed- 
ans. 
"YOTI have had your day 1" says 
the Christians to the Turks, 
and 
the 
latter acknowledged the truth of their 
words, and their im]ili' aiion, by a dry 
hitch of the 
shoulders 
and 
an 
out- 
s})reading of the jndms of their hands. 
There is no denying it. 
And nowadays, 
when the Christians go with their guns 
into the olive woods and 
shoot 
smull 
birds for hours at a time it is not 
the 
mere pleasure of sucii ])altry sport that 
satisfies them, 
lieasoning from analogy 
shows them that if they can hit a spar- 
row at twenty paces it is probable that 
a Turk at filtv paces will be in jeopardy 
of his life when the time comes. And that 
the time will come ere long, no patriot 
who inscribes "Cretois" on his visiting 
card, and can afford an occasional trip to 
Athens, "for political ])urposes," doubts 
for one moment. 
If England or some 
other great power would but help them, 
they say. 
Since, 
however; they 
are 
gradually gras])iug the maxim that self- 
help is the herald to true and laudable 
success one 
may 
hope 
after all the 
Cretans will postpone their next insur- 
rection indefinitely—or, at least, until 
a long course of unbroken industry has 
enabled them to put by a good store of 
drams. 
Turkish rule in Crete is not 
now a tyranny, but 
the Cretans look 
back and ask of the past: 
"Was not 
J that a tyranny V" 
And only too many 
of them have the most natural reasonai 
for being unforgiving. 
"He will see 
some trouble, that young man!" said 
the Arnaut, alluding once more to the 
Turk in his farm citadel, and the Arnaut 
no doubt si)oke the truth.

Pennsylvania, 
to

Bradford persuaded ÌMitchel that ihe 
letters containing this information \\(^re 
in the mails and must bo seized as an 
act of military ni-e^'s-ity. 


R o b b e r o f thti iiiails was then an of- 
fense punishable b;, (U'aih, but [Mitehel, 
convinced that ho v,-as risking his lifti 
to 
serve 
his 
<.m in.try, 
joined liy two 
other men, stopij. d the v.agOn on a 
lonely road bei w een Washiu. ti n and 
Pittsburgh, and carried the jnail-bug to 
Bradford's house. 
Jt was openi-d, 
the 
damaging letters were t;iken out. and 
the rest were returne d to the pe^stoiìlee 
at Pittsburgh. 


Wheu tlie insurreetion 
was (pielled 
all the leaders escaped exci-pting -lohn 
Mitehel, who rode info ramp, an !, find- 
ing Cíen. Morgan, gave iiimseii uj». 


"1 have been a fool, '' he sai<l. 
"I see 
that plainly. 
I am readv to bear the 
punishment of my folly. " 


Gen. IMorguu, who knew that he had 
been deceived by 
Bradford, 
was 
an- 
noyed that he hud not made liis escape 
with him. 
He beut'Vcd Miteliel to Ije 
at heart an honest man, and, with 
the 
rest of th(i county, likeil and resjiected 
him, but knowing that if he wasbroiight 
to trial the punishment would be death 
he determined to give him a chance to 
escape. 


"You cannot be tried here, " he saicL 
"I will give you a pass to l^hiladeli^hia. 
Report yourself there. " 


"I am to have a guard?" 
"No, none." 
The General turned on his heel and 
walked away. 
He 
intended 
and 
ex- 
pected Mitehel to flee as soon as he had 
reached the wilderness, but the young- 
farmer's honor 
was a stricter guard 
than 
soldiers 
would 
have 
been, and 
drove 
him 
without 
flinching 
to his 
deatii. 


He bade farewell to his wife and child 
arid 
started 
alone 
on horseback 
to 
Philadelphia, 
It was a three 
weeks' 
journey, at any hour of which he could 
have escaped. 
He reported himself as 
a prisoner, was tried, convicted, 
and 
sentenced to be hanged. 


When the news reached Gen. 
Mor- 
gan he sent a special messenger to the 
President, with an account of the facta 
in the case. 
Washington, it is said, was 
deeply touched, and at once sent a full 
pardon to Mitehel, with a message 
to 
return to his wife and child and to keep 
clear of conspirators for the rest of Ms 
life.

Bev. S. A. \oithrop Speaks In a Ford- 


ble Way About Their Caw From 


Ills Pulpit. 


The subject announced by the Rev. 8. 


A. Northrop for his discourse last even- 
ing, "ILe Anarchists in God'a Govern- 
cient," drew to the Baptist church a 
large and interested audience. 
There 


wag a general desire to hear what the 
le-vrrend gentleman had to say upon the 
all absorbing topic of the hour—the 
condemned 
anarchists—bnt 
he had 


chosen the subject more for the purpose 
of illustrating several moral truths, than 
to speak in detail of the anarchist 
casea. 
He, however, alluded at some 


length to the condemned men and the 
juMiceof the punishment which waa 
about to be iLflicted upon them. 


He said. In anlMance, that these men 


hsd come to this country with false no- 
tions of liberty and for the purpose of 
undermining the laws of the govern- 
ment 
They had sowed the seeda of 


anarchism and incited the pmple ot 
Chicago by printed circulars and inflam- 
matory speechea, to that pitch of excite- 
ment and disregard for law that led 
them to commit terrible Crimea. 
They 


had been tried by a court and an 
American jury, and after a careful 
hearing 
of 
the 
ease, 
had 
been 


found guilty. The highest tribunal of 
the atate of Illinoia and the supreme 
court of the United Htatea had passed 
upon that verdict and declared it a just 
one and the dignity of the law, the safety 
ot life and property and the protection of 
our American institutions demanded its 
enforcement. 


These men did not ask for a commuta- 


tion of sentence aa a favor, they seemed 
to demand it aa a right, and yet the 
country was now being flooded with pe- 
titions aekiiig for executive clemency on 
their part, when they stand defiant and 
unrepentant and justify their actions 
upon the F round that they were work- 
ing for humanity, right and justice. 


Pastor Nurthrop'a discourse was au
